DORCHESTER charities 
are seeing more people 
asking for help - because 
they cannot afford to buy 
food. 

Dr Margaret Barker, 
from Dorchester Poverty 
Action Group, says the 


difference between this 
and other hard economic 
times is the number of 
people not being able to 
pay for food. 


“We didn’t have situa¬ 
tions as dire as this until 
the major change in the 
benefits system...admit¬ 
tedly there were times 



when people did need 
money for food, but it was 
not in the sort of numbers 
that are arising now,” she 
told a Dorchester meeting. 

The charity is also seeing 
an increase in the number 
of families who suddenly 
find themselves without a 
regular income for the first 
time and struggle to cope 
with the benefits system 
and are shocked to dis¬ 
cover they may have to 
wait two months to get any 
kind of financial help. 

Dr Barker said that sev¬ 
eral years ago local cam¬ 
paigners rejected the idea 
that the town might need a 
foodbank - but were now 
grateful that the town now 
has one, based at the Dor- 
ford Church. 

She warned that there 
was a danger some fami¬ 
lies could spend years re¬ 
lying on food donations: 
“The Dorford foodbank is 
well run and does ask that 
the referring agencies have 
some sort of plan in place 
for people to prevent the 
foodbank being the long¬ 
term solution to their prob¬ 
lems ...

DORCHESTER'S Wally Gundry came to the county as 
a war-time evacuee, returned briefly to his native 
London, and then returned to Dorset where he's 
been very much a part of the local community for 
more than half a century. 

Wally, or Walter, to be more correct, has been a 
town and district councillor, county town mayor and 
long-time supporter of the Dorset Youth Association. 
You might equally find him working with the dis¬ 
abled club or helping out as one of the founder 
Friends of Dorchester West Station. 

This time of year he has also been known to don a 
red suit and white beard and help Santa out - no¬ 
tably for the Weldmar Hopicecare Trust originally at 
the Galton and now at Poundbury Garden Centre. 


• WHAT are your first memories of Dorset? 

I first came to Dorset in 1939 as a five-and-a half year old 
with a broken arm. I'd been messing around on the running 
board of a car with a stick - the two somehow became en¬ 
tangled! 

I came to Sturminster Newton with my sister Winnie, who 
was seven, and went to live with Colonel and Mrs Norris. 
She was a retired hospital matron so I supposed I was sent 
there because of my broken arm. 

It had all been arranged through my sister's school al¬ 
though I wasn't really aware of what the arrangements 
were. After that I moved on to Marnhull where he lived 
with a lady who had originally come from London with sev¬ 
eral other children and from there to Bagber. 

Eventually my mother came down and we had a cottage 
in The Row at Sturminster Newton but my father remained 
in London working as a foreman in a hardware company. 

He was also keen on first aid and the family home had a 
real skeleton and the house had anatomical posters all 
around it. 

• DID you return to London? 

Yes, I think it was thought it was getting safer, but we were 
bombed out or blasted out several times. Tragically my 
mother was with us in an Anderson Shelter when the 
house took a direct hit and she was killed by the blast. 

I went back to Mr and Mrs Lane in Bagber but then re¬ 
turned to London again after about a year. I was one of the 
first to take the eleven-plus and won a place at Archbishop 
Tenison's Grammar School. We used to use the Oval, next 
door, when the school had cricket matches but in those 
days part of the grounds were still used as allotments. 

• AND you made it back to Dorset again. 

How did that come about? 

I didn't really like school that much and by then I had de¬ 
cided I hated London so I left school early and in 1949, 
aged 15, and joined a British Boys for British Farms project 
organised by the YMCA.Originally I went to Pill near Bristol 
where I was trained and kitted out, learning the basics and 



from there went on to live and work on family farms... orig¬ 
inally to Frome and other places including Fontmell Magna. 
Then with Lady Christian Martin at Came House in the 
1950s and also at Cheselbourne. 

• WAS there some surprise when you won your 
council seat for the council for the Labour Party? 

Not really, there were more Labour members in those days 
and besides that a lot of people knew me from either danc¬ 
ing, youth work, or as a postman. 

In 1991 I became town and district councillor for Labour 
- beating John Antell by just one vote... he could vote for 
me but because of the ward differences I couldn't vote for 
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him! In those days Labour had four or five councillors on 
the district and the way the council worked then one of us 
was on each committee so we had a voice. 

• AND since leaving both the town 
and district councils are you still busy? 

Yes. I've carried on my involvement with what was the 
Dorset Association of Youth Club, now the DYA, where I'm 
vice president. 

I've also volunteered for about 20 years for the Dorch¬ 
ester Association for the Disabled, picking up and taking 
people to their regular meetings and also on outings. 

I've been involved with Dorchester Area Community Part¬ 
nership since it started in about 2001 and was chairman for 
a while. 

I was also in at the start of the Friends of the West Rail Sta¬ 
tion and usually help out weekly. 

And I've been Father Christmas for the hospice about 10 
years, originally at Galton Garden Centre and now at 
Poundbury Garden Centre. There's nothing better than to 
see the faces of children. 

• ANY favourite books? 

I learned a lot, especially in later years, from Dickens. I read 
him as a boy but didn't really understand it as well then. 
When I read it later I realised what a powerful social com¬ 
mentary he was offering: How he highlighted what are 
often hidden problems. I'm often struck by how some of 
those problems are still here, especially with young people 
with finding work, and how some are still thrown out by 
their families. 

• WHO would you invite for a Christmas meal? 

Tony Benn, who I've met on several occasions but would 
like to have more time to talk to. 

• AND if it wasn't turkey what would be a treat? 

A decent rib-eye steak topped with fan tailed prawns.

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Parking scheme to be piloted 


BARRIER-less parking is to come to at least one Dorch¬ 
ester car park next year - as an experiment. 

The move has been welcomed by the Dorchester Busi¬ 
ness Improvement District which believes it will encour¬ 
age shoppers as they will then only pay for the time they 
use. 

A district council decision to maintain short-stay park¬ 
ing charges for an eighth consecutive year has also been 
welcomed - although there is concern about an increase 
at The Fairfield, the long-stay section opposite the Brew¬ 
ery Square development. 

Other changes include the expansion of the pay-by- 
phone service currently operating in Dorchester to all 
off-street car parks owned by West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil. 

The Wollaston Field car park in Dorchester has been 
chosen for the pay-on-exit scheme pilot with another 
pilot project in East Street and/or South Street in Brid- 
port, Newland North in Sherborne and Broad Street in 
Eyme Regis. 

Free Sunday and overnight parking will also continue 
in all district-run car parks in Dorchester, Bridport, 
Beaminster and Sherborne. 

The change for Fairfield in Dorchester brings charges 
for the Middle and Fittle Fairfield Car Park in in line 
with the Top o’ Town Car Park and will see the minimum 
long-stay all-day parking charge at £2 in all other West 
Dorset District Council-run car parks. 

Parking all day, between 8 am and 6pm, will cost £4 at 
the Fairfield, double the current £2 charge - a change 
which could being the district council an extra £200,000 
a year, or force drivers onto nearby residential streets, 
according to objectors to the increase. 

The problem is recognised in the district council report 
which recommended the change to the parking charge 
and suggests that more needs to be done to encourage 
use of the park and ride at the football ground. 

Town councillor David Taylor has described the Fair- 
field increase as “outrageous” and has said it will upset 
independent retailers in particular: “It’s the price of a cup 
of coffee in town which people will now have to spend 
on parking and not investing in local trade.” 

He believes that more shoppers will use residential 
parking around the town and at Poundbury when the 
charges start in April. 

Phil Gordon, director of Dorchester BID, said it was 
difficult to argue against the Fairfield increase which 
brought the car park in line with others in the town and 
was still cheaper for all-day parking than many rival 
towns. 

He said he was delighted with the decision to try the

pay on exit scheme which, he believed, would make it 
easier for people: “The BID overwhelmingly supports 


the initiative for pay on exit parking - it’s something we 
have been asking for since 2008.. 

“For those who are able to use computers, you set up 
an account and you can simply drive in and out of Dorch¬ 
ester's car parks, not worry about it, and the system debits 
your account without you having to do anything.”

system has come here to 
meet this crisis situation. 
It’s good in that the com¬ 
munity are rising to meet 
the occasion but it’s terri¬ 
ble, and an absolute indict¬ 
ment of our welfare 
system, that it is necessary. 

“My fear for the food- 
banks is that they will be¬ 
come a permanent part of 
the scene and a permanent 
part of the economy so that 
some people will never 
move away from needing 
their help.” 

She also spoke about 
types of help which have 
“faded away” - including 
an NHS fund which used 
to help families meet the 
cost of visiting a sick child 
at Great Ormond Street or 
Southampton Hospitals. 

And she said that she 
feared that many people in 
desperate need of help lo¬ 
cally were not getting ac¬ 
cess to funding because of 
the decline in the number 
of “frontline” workers; 
health visitors and social 


workers who would direct 
clients to charity help 
when needed and also be¬ 
cause of the lack of time 
those professionals had to 
help make the applica¬ 
tions. 

The Poverty Action 
Group has a £150 limit to 
its grants and last year paid 
out £6,000 in 91 grants. 
Four years ago the group 
was paying out half that 
amount and received half 
the number applications. 

“There has been quite an 
escalation, although not as 
massive an escalation as I 
had originally expected.” 

Dorchester Mayor, Stella 
Jones, who on Friday held 
a foodbank collection in 
the Corn Exchange said 
she was saddened that so 
many people needed help 
in what, on the face of it, is 
an affluent town. 

“It’s largely a hidden 
problem... most people 
simply aren’t aware of it,” 
she said.

Dorset fire service to join forces with Wiltshire 


DORSET Fire and Rescue Service 
could be joining forces with their 
Wiltshire counterparts in an attempt 
to make savings. 

Talks have been held between the 
two authorities with the aim of 
amalgamation by April 2016. 

Both are predominantly rural 
counties with the majority of fire 
cover already provided by on call 
firefighters and both already work 
together on a number of initiatives 
because of their shared border. 

Both have already faced cuts in 
grant from Central Government - 
which is expected to be halved by 
2019. 

A joint statement from Councillor 
Rebecca Knox, Chairman of Dorset 
Fire Authority, and Councillor Gra¬ 
ham Payne, Chairman of Wiltshire 
& Swindon Fire Authority, said: 
“Both Services have and continue to 
make substantial savings, but the 


level of grant we receive from Gov¬ 
ernment will continue to decline. In 
order to minimise any impact on the 
level of response we provide to our 
communities, members of both fire 
authorities have agreed to explore 
closer working with a view to the 
combination in 2016. We estimate 
that this will provide significant sav¬ 
ings, lessen the reductions to front 
line services thus assist us in main¬ 
taining emergency response stan¬ 
dards and make us more resilient. 

“We will also be consulting on the 
decision to move to a Joint Com¬ 
mand and Control Centre in Pot- 
terne, Wiltshire in 2015. We 
appreciate that this will be an uncer¬ 
tain time for staff and we will be 
working closely with them and rep¬ 
resentative bodies over the coming 
months.” 

Darran Gunter, Chief Fire Officer 
of Dorset, and Simon Routh-Jones, 


Chief Fire Officer of Wiltshire, said: 
“Our priority is to protect the serv¬ 
ices we provide to the public. As in¬ 
dividual relatively small fire and 
rescue services we cannot sustain 
the continued reductions in Govern¬ 
ment grant and look to maintain as 
far as possible response standards 
without significant change to our or¬ 
ganisations. 

“In order to protect frontline serv¬ 
ices to the best of our ability, we 
have concluded that the best solu¬ 
tion is for the two organisations to 
combine. 

“Together, we can achieve so 
much more and combination will 
give us an opportunity to explore 
new ways of working. As well as 
achieving significant savings, this 
will give us greater resilience and 
allow us to continue providing an ef¬ 
ficient and effective fire and rescue 
service to our local communities.”

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Force to consult on front desk cuts

FURTHER talks will be 
held in the New Year 
about proposals to reduce 
of even close some po¬ 
lice station counters. 

Many, including 
Dorchester, are already 
operating on reduced 
hours as the force seeks 


to save up to half a mil¬ 
lion pounds in year in 
running costs. 

Dorset Police and the 
Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner have wel¬ 


comed the public re¬ 
sponse so far and are 
now keen to look at alter¬ 
native solutions, includ¬ 
ing shared provision with 
other public bodies. One 


example quoted is that of 
Swanage where the town 
council office also hosts 
a police desk. 

Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Martyn Under¬ 
hill said: “When the 
force and I launched the 
consultation process in 
early October, I said that 
it was important to me 
that we listen to all of our 
communities about the 
proposals. 

“This is why I’ve been 
meeting with residents, 
partner agencies and 
other key stakeholders to 
make sure that as many 
views as possible are 
captured. 

“As a result of this con¬ 
sultation process, a num¬ 
ber of alternative 
suggestions have been 
proposed and I’m keen 
that more detailed pro¬ 
posals are shared with 
the public and explored 
further. That, for me, is 
what consultation is all 
about. 

“For that reason, the 
force will once again 
launch a public consulta¬ 
tion process in the early 
part of 2014 in the hope 
that members of the pub¬ 
lic will share their views 
on the options available 
and help us to make 


some very difficult deci¬ 
sions.” 

Chief Constable Deb¬ 
bie Simpson said: “As 
anticipated, the consulta¬ 
tion process has high¬ 
lighted that any changes 
to local policing will 
generate considerable 
discussion, as well as a 
range of alternative sug¬ 
gestions for how we can 
deliver services. 

“Many of the sugges¬ 
tions that the force has 
received involve working 
in partnership with other 
agencies to deliver joint 
counter service provision 
in the future... 

“I can confirm that 
counter service provision 
will remain in 
Bournemouth, Wey¬ 
mouth and North Dorset. 
We are also developing 
opportunities to share 
services with partner 
agencies and these ideas 
are being explored in 
more detail. 

The force will provide 
specific proposals for 
consultation in the com¬ 
ing weeks. 

She has also pointed 
out that the closure of a 
station counter, or area 
for public access, is not 
the same as closing the 
police station.

Young offenders create a little Christmas cheer 


YOUNG offenders have been busy making wooden 
reindeer. 

Teenagers under the supervision of Dorset County 
Council’s youth offending team (YOT) have been 


working hard to create some Christmas cheer. 

One way young offenders can say sorry for their be¬ 
haviour is by giving something back to the commu¬ 
nity. 


In Dorchester, a herd of wooden reindeer have been 
carefully hand crafted by young people at the YOT’s 
workshop. 

Some of the reindeer are being sold on behalf of the 
YOT through Poundbury Garden Centre and all 
money from sales will go direct to local charities, cho¬ 
sen by the victims of the young offenders. 

So far the young people have made more than 80 
reindeer all unique and all of different sizes. The rein¬ 
deer are being sold for between £5 and £35 each and 
range from 15cm high to almost four feet. 

One of the young offenders, aged 16, said: “It’s been 
a useful skill to learn and I hope it will bring a lot of 
festive cheer to families at Christmas. 

“It’s good to give something back to the community. 
I’ve learnt if you put your mind to it you can create 
something good out of scrap materials.” 

The Dorset YOT works with young offenders by 
preventing offending, reducing re-offending and by 
increasing victim and public confidence. The idea of 
community based reparation is that the young person 
undertakes an activity which will benefit the wider 
community. 

Clive Hawkins, Manager, Dorset Youth Offending 
Team said: “Our young offenders are aged anything 
between 14 and 17-years of age. This kind of practi¬ 
cal, direct community reparation gives them all some¬ 
thing to work towards, teaches practical skills and 
gives the young people something to be very proud 
of.” 

Rebecca Knox, Cabinet member for Children’s 
Services said: “Giving young people chances to do 
something they would never have done before is a re¬ 
ally good way of showing them there are choices, pos¬ 
itive opportunities for them to make a difference 
which helps others but importantly helps them get 
back on track, building confidence and hope. 

“As a community, we need to nurture and encourage 
young people, help them to change their lives away 
from offending and show them there are other 
choices.”

IF you're dreaming of a better future and want those 
goals on your to-do list to become reality - wake up! 

So many of us wish that we had the courage to be true 
to ourselves and live a life which reflects our inner image 
but all too often we let another year slip by without ful¬ 
filling our resolutions.

"The good news is that we can all choose to be extraor¬ 
dinary, whatever our circumstances. We can all create a 
life that we're truly proud to call our own," he says. 

"Face the pain, dissatisfaction and frustration that 
you're tolerating in your life now and become inspired 
by the dream of a more extraordinary future. 

"That may sound ambitious. It is. But unless you make 
that bold, aspirational statement, you can confidently 
predict that your energy, belief and commitment to 
make changes will run out after the first few weeks and 
you'll end up compromising on your future." 

He and other experts give their top tips to help make 
2014 your turning point. 

BEING EXTRAORDINARY 

• Firstly, identify the words you would like to describe 
'you' during this year - for instance, successful, re-in¬ 
vented, or perhaps fitter or more sociable. 

"Be challenging and write words that feel stretching 
and maybe even uncomfortable to you at present but 
which are how you would need to be to achieve your 
dream goals," says Ian Lock. 

"Think of yourself at your extraordinary best and con¬ 
sider what sort of life you might create for yourself and 
others." 

• Clarify what you really care about. 

"This underpins everything we do, say and feel," says 
Lock. "It's at the core of us and shapes our lives, often un¬ 
wittingly if we have never crystallised our thoughts on 
this before." 

Consider the beliefs, objects and people as well as the 
philosophies and moral values which honestly matter to 


you, he says. 

• Define which changes, and why, you wish to make to 
your life. Write a list and ensure they're the ones which 
will give a greater sense of purpose in your life. 

"Purpose is often linked with hope and ambition," says 
Lock. 

"Whatever you choose, try to notice whether it gives 
you either one of those. 

"A purpose doesn't have to be as grand as trying to save 
the world. What is must do is connect you with the life 
you want to live and the person you want to be. It has to 
feel right and give you a sense of excitement and energy." 

• Over the next month write a diary recording progress 
towards making those changes, even small steps, and 
make a note of the actions which haven't worked. When 
they do work, remind yourself that it was you that made 
them happen. 

"Just the thought that you could be extraordinary re¬ 
quires that you step outside of what is comfortable," says 
Lock. 

"Being extraordinary is just as much about the journey 
and how we make that journey as it is the result." 

Ask your family and friends to help you, where appro¬ 
priate, to make changes in your life. 

Be open to challenges and look forward to a different 
landscape to your life by the end of the year, he advises.
